never seen a submarine so well 
trimmed and handled at that low 
speed." 


Waives Rights 


Naquin began his testimony by 


waiving his rights as a defendant. 


"I do not desire counsel," Na- 


quin told the board after being 
sworn. 


Nevertheless, he read a state- 


ment declaring he reserved the 
right to challenge anything that 
might be said, to question wit- 
nesses and to decline to answer 
questions he felt might be in- 
criminating. 
Officers 
explained 


Naquin could have declined to 
appear before the board. 


His testimony was prefaced by 


a statement that he felt no blame 
was attached to him in the sink- 
ing and the subsequent abandon- 
ment of his command. 


He sketched his career in under- 


water craft, which began with his 
graduation from submarine school 
in December, 1929. Since then, 
he said, he had served approxi- 
mately six years in submarines

Governor Gives Statutory Assurance to 30,000 


Workers of Continued Employment After 


Mayor LaGuardia Fails to Promise Re- 


quested Guarantee of Protection 


Albany, N. Y., June 20 (£").—An 


estimated 30,000 New York city 
workers won today statutory as- 
surance of continued employment 
in the event of transit unification 
in the last new bill signed by Gov- 
ernor Lehman* 
Tha measure was approved just^ 


before the midnight deadline on 
the 30-day period given the chief 
executive to act on proposals left 
by the legislature. It requires re- 
tention, 
under any public pur- 


chase and 
unification of private 


transit facilities, of those em- 
ployes who are citizens and have 
worked one year. 


They would be placed in the 


non-competitive class of civil serv- 
ice.The governor, who estimated 
the number of workers affected, 
signed the measure after he said 
a telegram from New York city's 
Mayor Fiorello H. La Guardia did 
'not contain the assurance" that 
jobs and pension rights of transit 
workers would be protected if the 


bills were disapproved. 


The governor sought the guar- 


antee from La 
Guardia last 


week,- after, the^ayor had re- 
questedHlie^tJf T&Vetocd as "pre- 
mature." 
In his telegram shortly before 


the- deadline .for the governor's 
approval or-veto. the mayor assert- 
"ed the bill has become a "political 
medicine ball." 
"I in turn ask will you give me 


assurance that, if you sign the 
xxx bill the courts will not set it 
aside or disturb any of its pro- 
visions xxx," he said. 


"I will assure vou that in the 


event of unification all employes 
who are needed and who can 
qualify will be protected xxx if 
you guarantee to keep the courts 
off my neck xxx," he added. 


In signing the bill, Lehman said 


"I cannot take the chance of jeo- 
pardizing the rights and interests 
of those thousands of men and 
women who - will be needed and 
who can qualify when unification 
becomes an accomplished fact." 


Lehman Forestalls 
Republican Probes 


No Funds to Investigate 
Relief, State Liquor and 


Education Situation

ended for investigations of relief 
administration, the distribution of 
tate money for education and ac- 
ivities of the state liquor authori- 
y and local alcoholic beverage 
ontrol boards. 
The 
supplemental 
appropria- 


ions were voted by the Legisla- 
ure in the final hours of the ses- 
ion and increased to approximate- 
y $390,000,000 the 1939-1940 state 
udget put before the Court of 
ippeals for a ruling on its consti- 
utionality. 
Earlier the G. O. P. legislative 


majority had slashed the Gover- 


or's $415,000,000 budget recom- 


mendation to $385,000,000. 


While approving most of 
the 


upplementary spending, the Gov- 
rnor renewed his criticism of 
Republican budget-making by as- 
serting 80 per cent represented 
items originally cut from the ex- 
ecutive budget and now restored."

"harmony" meeting of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Actors called 
by President Sophie Tucker broke 
up in disorder early today with 
the "last of the red hot mamas" 
and a group of Broadway stars 
hurrying from the scene. 


Among those who ducked out 


with her were Harry Richman, 
Morton Downey, comedian Milton 
Berle and Rudy Vallee. 


The police cars sped to the 


hotel where the meeting was held, 
to quell the disturbance but no 
arrests were made. The chief cas- 
ualty was Ernie Mack, a mimic, 
who said he had been bitten by a 
showgirl supporter of the Tucker 
faction. 


The meeting had been called by 


Miss Tucker to hear her reply to 
charges by the parent union, The 
Associated Actors and Artists pf 
America (AFL), that A.F.A. offi- 
cials had misdirected the union's 
relief funds into other organiza- 
tion activities. 


Sudden termination of the meet- 


ing prevented a move by Miss 
Tucker's backers to ask for a vote 
of confidence in her. 


"Since I have been your presi- 


dent—nearly 
three 
years—we 


have built the strongest actors 
union in America, and I want to 
tell you I never received a penny 
for my work," she said. "A study 
of the charges reveals that the 
only reason we are being attacked 
is because of our success in 
organizing. ***."

(A Japanese 
naval party entered Kulangsu, an 
island, May 12. British, French 
and American patrols landed there 
May 17 to protect the interests of 
their nationals. Japanese demands 
for control of the Kulangsu mu- 
nicipal council were rejected. The 
matter has not yet been settled 
and June 15 Japanese warships be- 
gan blockading Kulangsu). 


Japanese military and diplo-

after strewing its passengers along • 
the road it continued to swerve 
from side to side and several cars 
pulled to the ditch to escape a col- 
lision.

Marlborough when he was told the 
fire truck was going there in re- 
sponse to a call from Marlborough 
for aid.

RECREATION BILL $24,170 


Kingston's contribution to the sixty million 


dollars spent in American cities during 1938 
for community recreation was $24,170, ac- 
cording to a report of the National Recrea- 
tion Association in New York city, covering 
1,295 cities. 


The expenditures in this city went princi- 


pally into the operation of 13 public play- 
grounds, and live recreation centers, includ- 
ing the school areas. Outdoor swimming, 
softball, ice skating, golf, handball and horse- 
shoe pitching were, in that order, last year's 
favorite amateur sports, the data shows. 


Local interest in public recreation, says the 


association, is evidenced by the fact that 
more money was spent by cities and towns 
in that direction in 1938 than in any year 
since 1931. 


This recreation bill is high but when one 


considers the increasing dangers to young- 
sters from our growing automobile traffic the 
amount spent seems worth while. Aside from 
removing the children from playing in the 
streets, the recreation centers should im- 
prove the physique of our growing boys and 
girls and make them happier and healthier. 
The problem of providing playgrounds is not 
a new one. Much good work has been done 
in the way of furnishing them for the schools. 
But school is not in session in the period 
when children are out of doors. 


From every viewpoint of physical well- 


being, moral fibre, bodily health and a higher 
order of citizenship, outdoor exercise under 
the proper supervision, is essential.

SUBMARINES SINK 


An American submarine, one of a new 


fleet now building, is sunk in a test cruise on 
our eastern coast, with part of her crew 
rescued by a miracle. A British submarine, 
part of a new fleet meant for defense against 
the "axis powers", is sunk outside of the 
River Mersey and ninety-nine lives are lost. 
A French submarine operating off French 
Indo-China, between the Philippine Islands 
and the British naval base at Singapore, is 
gone without leaving a trace. 


All this naturally sets people to thinking. 


Are these three tragedies of precisely the 
same pattern, occurring within four weeks, 
in such widely separated parts of the world, 
mere accidents? Or is there some mysterious 
connection? Have the three "axis powers" 
any possible connection with them? Here is 
a problem more interesting than any found 
in our current detective fiction. 


It is natural to reflect along military and 


naval lines. Suppose armed powers feared 
an undersea attack on their own fleets or 
were contemplating a surprise attack on rival 
navies. It might be to their interest to pro- 
mote a series of disasters meant to demoral- 
ize rival submarine crews, or to start a public 
panic in other countries. 


But how could any such purpose be accom- 


plished in the cases in question? Then there 
is the conflicting fact that Japan itself had 
a similar submarine disaster last February. 
Would that tend to deter the aggressive gov- 
ernments, or give them an idea? 


Perhaps such suspicions are foolish and 


unjust. These incidents, though, naturally 
revive uneasy memories of the last war, and 
suggest that the next war—if there is one— 
will have many tragic surprises. 


GRIEF IN ASIA 


Britain now has serious Asiatic trouble 


added to her European troubles. The Japa- 
nese blockade of the British concession at 
Tientsin and similar gestures against British 
and French settlements elsewhere suggest 
that Japan may now make a determined ef- 
fort to drive western powers out of China. 
The Japanese have got into a frame of mind 
where they like the "foreign devils" as little 
as the Chinese used to. They may start simi- 
lar aggression against American interests at 
any time. 


It is hard to say whether this bumptious 


attitude comes from confidence or fear. If 
their own claims are credited, the Japanese 
army is now in control of China. American 
and European correspondents report, how- 
ever, that the invaders are very far from 
complete conquest and their tenure is inse- 
cure.

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PAIN IN HINGE JOINT BETWEEN JAWS 


I believe it would be of help to patients and phy- 


sicians if medical students were given more instruc- 
tion on the "mechanics" of the body. When the sec- 
ond and third years of the medical course has been 
completed, the student has learned about the bones, 
joints, ligaments, muscles and nerves. He then turns 
to the chemistry of the body's fluids, to the condi- 
tion of the organs in disease (pathology) and other 
interesting subjects, and is likely to forget much 
about the bony and muscle structure of the body. 
This, of course, is not the case with orthopedic, den- 
tal, or osteopathic physicians. 


A very common ailment is pain in the joint- 


just under the ear—between the upper and lower 
Jaw. This is known as a "hinge" joint, the lower jaw 
only, moving up and down. 
This pain has usually been thought to be due to 


some infection from teeth, tonsils, or sinus, or to a 
disturbance of branches of the tnfacial or fifth 
nerve. A very interesting cause for the pain in this 
joint is described by Dr. C. A. Resch in the Cleve- 
land Clinical Quarterly after a survey of the his- 
tories of 854 patients. There were 725 (84 per cent), 
showed a definite losS of chewing ability with loss 
of one or more of the back teeth which had not 
been replaced. 
Patients without any teeth complain more of car 


symptoms, while those with pain usually have miss- 
ing teeth on one side only, loss of meeting of upper 
and lower teeth. 
Dr. Resch then describes the various mechanical 


methods and their difficulties of reconstructing the 
teeth and mouth to prevent strain on the hinge 
joint between upper and lower jaw. There is the 
tipping of teeth, the condition of the pulp (nerve 
and vessels), the time required, the cost to the pat- 
ients, and other details, all of which must be con- 
sidered when a patient with this pain consults his 
dentist. The time consumed, the effort and the me- 
chanical skill of the dentist must be compensated. 
Successful treatment of such cases is a long and 
expensive procedure. The patient must return fre- 
quently for rechecks, adjustments and repairs. On 
the part of the patient it requires complete coop- 
eration and infinite patience. 
However, if, after all the discomfort, time, and 


money expended, the pain has been relieved, it has 
certainly been worth while.

1825 steam navigation on the Hud- 
son river was securely held in a 
joint monopoly by the interests 
of Fulton and Livingston. 
Rival 


steamboat interests were encoun- 
tering difficult opposition in their 
attempts to enter into the trans- 
portation field and finally in a des- 
perate effort to open up the river 
to steam navigation, the battle was 
carried from the lower courts in- 
to the United States Suprtnw 
Court. The highest judicial body 
in the country, headed by Chief 
Justice Marshall, decided against 
the monopoly of the Fulton-Liv- 
ingston interests and thus opened 
the river to rival interests. In rec- 
ognition of this favorable decision 
the builders of the new steamboat 
named their vessel the "Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall." 


The "Chief Jiatice MarthaD" 
appeared on the Hudson, fiver in 
the spring of 1825. She -wat « 
"mast-less vessel" and carried * 
carved likeness of the Chief Jus* 
tie* on her stem. Her stern wrni 
shaped like the sailing vessels of 
the eighteenth century. She wu 
built purposely for service between 
New York and Troy and was spok- 
en of by the Troy and New York 


newspapers as a "superb and mag- 
nificent vessel." 


"The model of this boat is a 


fine specimen of naval architec- 
ture," said the Troy Sentinel at 
the time of the launching of the 
"Chief Justice Marshall," "com- 
bining the desirable objects of 
buoyancy and stability, and work- 
manship of a style of excellence 
rarely equalled. Her accommoda- 
tions are spacious, airy, and neat, 
and among the various improve- 
ments is a large reading room on 
the upper deck where the princi-1 
pal newspapers of the Union will 
be filed. Below is a very conveni- 
ent washing room where water is 
let in from the river, and the 
strong net-work around the upper 
and lower decks is another im- 
provement happily suggested for 
the safety of passengers. She is a 
superb vessel with" movements , 
powerful and rapid, and the style 
and variety of her accommoda- 
tions are such as will do credit to 
tn« projectors of the work." 


An indication of the speed of the 


"Chief Justice Marshall" is con- 
tained in another excerpt from the 
Troy newspaper where a run of 14 
hours and 39 minutes with 10 
landings between Troy and New 
York, is recorded along with the 
comment, "This was, by a few 
minutes, the quickest passage that 
has yet been made." 


Seven years later; on March 20, 


1832,

where she was registered by Da- \ 
rid F. Robinson, secretary of the

Gives Address at 
Comforter Church 


1 76th Anniversary 


Following is the historical ad- 


drew delivered Sunday morning, 
JUIM II, by the Rev. C. L. Palmer. 
at the service celebrating the 76th 
anniversary of the Church of the 
Comforter. 


In view of the 76th anniversary 


of The Church of The Comforter, 
it would seem quite appropriate 
that we should recall some facts 
respecting its origin and develop- 
ment. 


The name Wiltwyck is com- 


pounded'of two words Wilt and 
wyck and means a wide place, 
and is not inaccurate because 
when first discovered by white men 
it was little more than an un- 
broken wilderness. It originally 
included only the stockaded part 
of Kingston, but later came to 
designate the entire village or com- 
munity. Still later it was con- 
tracted to include only that part 
of Kingston north of Union ave- 
nue (now Broadway), east of 
Kingston and west of Rondout. 


Let us endeavor to visualize the 


conditions 
and 
circumstances 


under which the church saw the 
light of day. The entire section 
was rural or semi-rural. 
Several 


farms occupied the territory. The 
roads were of the most primitive 
type, dusty in the summer, snow- 
bound in the winter, and muddy 
in the spring. The farming was 
of the general type usually follow- 
ed at 
that 
time—cattle, hogs, 


sheep, poultry, grass, and grain. 
The houses were of colonial de- 
sign such as to be found in many 
parts of the city 
and 
county, 


often of stone with large fire- 
places 
and brick 
ovens. 
The 


modern conveniences which moan 
so much to us, were not even im- 
agined by the 
most versatile. 


Families were much larger than 
at the present time, and the social 
life consisted of dinner parties, 
husking and quilting bees, sleighing 
parties, and other forms of amuse- 
ment consistent with people of 
conservative 
convictions. 
The 


little one room school house was 
in evidence and religion held the 
predominating place in the thought 
and life of the people. The church 
came first in everything, and Sun- 
day was observed as a sacred day 
for the worship of God. We think 
of those people as being reaction- 
aries, but they practiced a quality 
of life that produced boys and 
girls of character and stability. If 
we had more of their conservatism 
and less of our liberalism, we 
would be a thousand times bettor 
off. 


It is understandable therefore 


why people of Wiltwyck should 
crave a church in t'heir midst, and 
that they should be affiliated with 
a denomination both evangelical 
and evangelistic. It is also explic- 
able why certain devoted spirits of 
The First Reformed Church should 


It not only discover the field but en- 


' deavor to supply its needs. Little 


did they think that the small num- 
ber of scattered 
homes should 


prove to be the nucleus of the ex- 
tensive development which now 
obtains. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the results fully justify 
the efforts of those who labored 
so long and so well to lay the 
foundation of The Church of The 
Comforter. 


In the fall of 1850, Miss Henri- 


etta Wynkoop in cooperation with 
Henry Reynolds, provided a suit- 
able building ior the worship of 
God. 
The building is still stand- 


ing -on Hasbrpuck 
avenue 
and 


used as a private dwelling. At 
that time there were no streets 
and the chapel stood in a field. 
The opening services were held 
during the month of September, 
1850, and were conducted by the 
Rev. H. W. Smuller, pastor of the 
Fair Street Reformed Church. The 
services inaugurated at that time 
were continued by the gratutious 
efforts of ministers residing 
in 


Kingston and Rondout. In the 
event of being unable to obtain a 
supply, Mr. Reynolds would read 
a sermon to the congregation. 


It was about this time that Mr. 


Reynolds established 
a Sunday 


school. He had announced bis in- 
tention and invited the community 
to attend. At the first session the 
following were present—Henry H. 
Reynolds, Francis W. Reynolds, 
Augustus W. Reynolds, Mary Ann 
Van Gasbeek, Cornelia and Sarah 
Taylor. Mr. Reynolds was not dis- 
couraged. 
On the second Sunday 


Mrs. Reynolds became a teacher 
and three scholars were added. 
Two of the three who united the 
second Sunday were Mary Wack- 
enhagen and Lucy Shufeldt From 
this time it began to increase in 
both numbers and interest, and 
has justly won the encomium of 
being one of the most active and 
efficient in the city, and is still in 
charge of competent and devoted 
officers and teachers. Mrs. Rey- 
nolds continued as a teacher until 
prostrated by severe illness. It 
was a great loss to have her in- 
capacitated at such an early period 
of her life and the life of the 
Sunday school, but God had one 
in reserve to take her place. I 
refer of course to Miss Henrietta 
Wynkoop who spent her life and 
means in the service of the Master 
and went to her reward November 
25, 1901. From the time she en- 
tered the work until her transla- 
tion, her interest increased and 
her devotion deepened. 
It is no 


exaggeration to say that the im- 
pact of her personality is still felt 
in the thought and life of the com- 
munity. 
Among other 
faithful 


teachers were Mrs. Wackenhagen 
and Mrs. Augustus Shufeldt 


By this time the Sunday school 


and preaching service had become 
a vital part of the community, and 
the interest was so great that the 
little chapel was becoming too 
small to accommodate the grow- 
ing congregations. 
The Sunday 
school was held at two o'clock 
and the preaching at three o'clock. 


I This arrangement, had contributed 
from the beginning to the char- 
acter and solidity of the work. It 
also furnished a motive for both 
parents and children to attend. 
Several pastors from 
Kingston 


and Rondout became interested 
and gave no little encouragement 
«nd support. Among them were 
the. Rev. Mr. Hopkins of the Ron- 
dout Presbyterian Church, an* the 
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Rev- Mr. Barnes of Kingston. It 
was probably at this timethat the

Germs Help Live§ 
Of Newborn Babes 


In 1586 a petition was laid be- 


»£? ho 9 
1*** 
1*, of Ulster askinS 
that a Reformed Dutch Church be 
be organized in Wiltwyck. Upon 
mature deliberation it was decided 
not to grant the request, but to 
continue the services of Mr. Fort 
until such time as the need of or- 
ganization was more apparent In 
the fall of 1859 Mr. Fort was taken 
ill and was obliged to discontinue 
h£ lab°rs. He died in September, 
i»ou. we have no means of know- 
ing whether the action of Classis 
contributed toward his speedy de- 
mise or not. The minutes of 
Classis contain the following reso- 
lution— "Rev. Abratn Fort, a mem- 
ber of this Classis, having faith- 
fully and acceptably served the 
church, and having numbered the 
alloted three score and ten, de- 
parted peacefully and with a firm 
hope of immortality. His dying 
exortation to his brethren to be 
active and diligent in their minis- 
trations, his dying testimony to 
the faithfulness of his covenant 
Savior, should bring the cheering 
promise of our King and Lord to 
our minds and hearts in a way to 
quicken the energies and efforts 
of each. Be thou faithful unto 
death and I will give thee a crown 
of life." 


In 1860 a promising young min- 


ister by the name of the Rev. W. 
A. Shaw was appointed by the 
Board of Domestic Missions to 
succeed Mr. Fort and carry on the 
work so auspiciously inaugurated. 
When Mr. Shaw came, the Sunday 
school met at two o'clock and the 
preaching service was held 
at 


three o'clock, but in 1862 divine 
worship was held both morning 
and afternoon. The consensus of 
opinion respecting the organiza- 
tion of a church was that it should 
be effected without delay. 


The April session of the Classis 


of Ulster was held in the Flatbush 
Church. At that 
meeting 
the 


Rev. W. A. Shaw, who was then 
laboring as a missionary in Wilt- 
wyck, presented 
an 
application 


from certain ones to be formed in- 
to a Reformed Church. The docu- 
ments were referred to the com- 
mittee on missions consisting of 
the Rev. H. Ostrander, the Rev. 
J. Minor, and Elder Ten Broeck. 
This committee advised the ap- 
pointment of a special committee 
to visit WUtwyck and report the 
result of their investigation. 
The 


report was accepted and adopted, 
and the following were appointed 
to investigate the merits of the 
application — the Rev. Dr. Gaston, 
the Rev. N. F. Chapman, and Elder 
Abram Boice. They were given 
power to call a special meeting of 
Classis if in their judgment the 
field warranted the organization 
of a church. The committee call- 
ed a special meeting of Classis at 
Port Ewen for the purpose of ap- 
proving the application and pray- 
ing the reverend body to grant it. 
In their report they gave the fol- 
lowing reasons for the formation 
of a Reformed Church: 


"Because a missionary station 


had been maintained for several 
years. A Sunday school had been 
formed and there was considerable 
interest in the moral and spiritual 
well-being of the community. 


The constitutional number had 


signed the application and were 
still ready to unite with 
the 


church. 


By the will of the late Henrietta 


Wynkoop Van Solingen, a fund of 
$3,000 was left to a board of trus- 
tees, and interest of which was to 
be used for the preaching of the 
gospel in Kingston according to 
the doctrines and customs of the 
Reformed Church. 


"The board of trustees assured 


the committee that the income 
from this fund would be applied 
to the anticipated church. Miss 
Wynkoop assured the committee 
that she would contribute $350 
towards the pastor's salary. She 
also promised a new church build- 
ing, which promise was 
fulfilled 


without delay. 
The result was 


the complete and beautiful house 
of worship where services are now 
held. 
The land upon which the 


old chapel stood was given by the 
Ludlum family, but the land upon 
which the new building stands was 
purchased 
by 
Miss 
Wynkoop. 


This was in addition to the con- 
tributions by Mr. Reynolds and 
other members of the family. 


"Because of the location. 
The 


committee laid stress upon the fact 
that the church is far removed 
from others and that the need of 
an organized 
communion was 


obvious. 


"Because it would be impossible 


to attain the full measure of use- 
fulness without the stimulus to be 
derived from local organization, 
and connection with a strong 
spiritual denomination." 


The report convinced Classis 
that the time had come to form 
the desired communion, and there- 
fore it was approved and a com- 
mittee was appointed to execute 
the decree. The meeting was held 
May 27, 1863. The introductory 
service wis conducted by the Rev. 
J. Minor and the Rev. William 
Irvine of Rondout The Rev. Dr. 
Hoes preached the sermon from 
Heb. 13:17: Those who united 
with the church at that time were 
Henry H. Reynolds, Edward. B.

Thk diicovery, 
one of the 
strufett in the history of medi- 
cine, was reported to the Ameri- 
can Allocution for the Advance- 
ment of Science here today by 
Doctors Armand J. Quick and 
Arthur 
M. GroKman, of Mar- 


quette University School of Medi- 
cine. 


The bacteria apparently help in 


producing a vitamin that protects 
the newborn from hemorrhage, 
one of the principal risks to baby 
life in the first few days. 


The story begins with prothrom- 


bin, a substance which helps clot 
blood and which was discovered 
by University of Iowa scientists 
only a little more than a year ago. 
The Marquette physicians exam- 
ined newborn babies and found 
that their prothrombin drops to 
almost nothing the first day of 
their lives. 


They said the cause of this drop 


is not known, but that it appears 
due to the fact that neither pro- 
thrombin, nor vitamin K, the 
chemical which builds this blood 
clotting material, is stored in a 
baby's body at birth. 


Strangely, they declared, there 
is a rise in the prothrombin the 
second day of a baby's life. It is 
this second day restoration, they 
said, which protects babies from 
hemorrhage. 


They attribute the rapid ap- 
pearance of this life-saving mate- 
rial to vitamin K. But as the 
baby does not get enough food in 
its first day to obtain the vitamin, 
they say another source of the 
vitamin must be sought. 


Since it is well known that cer- 
tain germs have the ability to 
synthesize vitamin K, they con- 
clude that the baby gets these 
germs the first time it suckles, 
and that the germs get busy in 
the infant's alimentary canal at 
the job of emergency vitamin- 
making.

At that 
ime, the monthly payroll amount- 
d to $2,973.84. The largest single 
lonthly payroll during the past 
ear was in July, 1938, when a 
otal of 53,523.85 was expended, 
he average monthly payroll over 
12-month period from June 1, 


938 to June 1,1939 was $2,794.99. 
All of the above' moneys have 
one into communities in Ulster 
ounty with at least 70 per cent 
oming directly to Kingston and 
0 per cent to rural areas located 
ithin a radius of 15 miles of 
Cingston. 


At the present time there are 
2 girls and 109 boys employed on 
•:e various projects set up by the 
fYA. Of this number 43 male 
outb are engaged at work in the 


"Work Center" located at 97 
Broadway. Here all types of car- 
pentry, painting, upholstery, cab- 
inet making, power machine op- 
erations, sign-painting, and kin- 
dred work is carried on. This 
group during the past year has 
either made or repaired 4,805 dif- 
ferent articles from June 1, 193? 
to June 1,1939 under the personal 
direction of Louis A. Lewis and 
Milton Wagenfohr. Besides the ac- 
tual work done by the NYA 
youths, they are all required to at- 
tend classes three hours per week 
in subjects directly related to their 
work. In this manner the theoreti- 
cal as well as the practical know- 
ledge is received by the youth.
